tr ernes of heat and cold, its lat* spring 


frosts and early frosU in autumn, Any 
variety of cotton which will jucoesd in a 
given 
latitude of China i: even more 


likely to succeed in that latitude here, 
since onr climate JE lets subject to sud- 
den extremes than thoira. 
In making 


choice of teeds, oare mast be taken lo 
obtain them from the northernmost re- 


gions in which the cotton plant is cul- 
tivated, instead of laosa southern parts 
of tbe kingdom with whioh wo have the 
most frequent commercial intercourse.
